»THE tenth anniversary of the Kellogg Pact brings the painful 
1 reminder that the agreement which once held such promise 
of world peace has given rise to a new and particularly insidi- 


ous type of war. 


• Today on opposite sides of the globe conflicts fully exem- 


plifying Sherman's classic definition are raging. 'B.uf technically 
-they are not war. 
They have not been preceded or accom- 


• panied by formal declarations. 


• 
The four dozen signatories of the Kellogg Pact thereby-re- 


: nounced war as "an instrument of national policy." 
When 


: called to account for her invasion of Manchuria, Japan replied 


- >hat she had not declared, war. 
But the horrors of warfare 


. have never been more shockingly demonstrated than in Japan's 


; present assault on China. 
Italy attacked and conquered Eth- 


iopia without a declaration. 
In the Spanish civil conflict sol- 


; diers of three outside nations are engaged. None will admit be- 


ing at war. 


Under the second article-of the Kellogg Pact the signatories 


'•- are plainly pledged to arbitration of their disputes of "what- 


ever nature or origin." Those now prosecuting hostilities may 


' say they are not conducting warfare, but they can not deny 


that they are trying to settle disputes by other than "pacific 
means," the terms employed in the covenant. 


Upon its promulgation the Kellogg Pact was hailed as war- 


proof because of its unmistakably clear and unequivocal language. 


'•• It apparently left no loophole for transgressors. 
But it con- 


tained no means of enforcement. Reliance was placed on ob- 
servance. This faith has been betrayed. And the Kellogg Pact 
is today, like its long line of less promising predecessors, a mere 
scrap of paper. 
The undeclared war has consigned it to the 


waste basket. 


STILL AGE OF DISCOVERY 


Darkest Africa long' since has been anything but jet, and youth 


no longer wonders whether there are stripes on the North and South 
Poles. Frontiers have vanished like the mists of morning, and hence, 
too, many incline to agree with the Preacher that "there is no new thing 


• under' the sun." That is to say that the Age. of Discovery belongs with 
the. past: 


Not so in the opinion of one distinguished British scholar and' 


scientist, .the venerable Sir Joseph Thomson, who derided the idea that 
world-rocking discoveries are merely improvements on what we have now, 
.and not innovations. Said he: 


."Is wireless only a quickened postman? 
Do X-rays give us mere- 


ly high-powered spectacles?" 


It is real discovery that has changed the course .of life in the last 


few decades, protested this 81-year-old figure before the British Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Science, and the corrolary of that opinion, 
of course, is that discovery will continue to change it. He holds that dis- 
covery, which to him means a blundering upon something new while en- 
gaged in the field of pure scientific research, is more than worth while 
tor its own sake. If the thing discovered, like poison gas, turns out to 
be 'a dangerous weapon, then science should take the danger out of it, 
not estop discovery. 


Sir Joseph ..was second wrangler at Cambridge back in 1880, or 


58 years ago, and still is master of logic and forensics. And when he 
insists that the Columbuses of this day db and will find things more 
important than they are seeking, he speaks sooth. Long may he con- 
tinue to wrangle. 


ONE HUNDRED THOUSAND 


The constant bombardment with statistics to which the people of 


the TJnited States are subjected makes them feel at times like closing 
their eyes and plugging their ears to more figures, but they cannot well 
Ignore such data as comes out of this year's meeting of the National 
Safety Council. 
. 
. ... 


When they read that in all probability 100,000 persons will meet 


accidental death In 1938, the possibility that many of them will be among 
the victims should arouse Interest in the forecast. 
A hundred thous- 


and lives mean something. 


Automobiles will cause a large percentage of the fatalities of 1938, 


but the auto death list will not exceed that of accidents in the home. 
The latter account for about 30,000 deaths each year, the causes being 
suffocation, burns,.falls and poison. 
Home accidents are greater than 


industrial and occupational accidents combined. Railroads kill and in- 
jure 8500 trespassers in a year. 


Analysis of the statistics demonstrates that we are a grossly care- 


less people, individual indifference to personal safety and safety to others 
more than offsetting the reduction made in accidental deaths by or- 
ganized effort to lower the hazards incurred in industry and trade. On 
the face of the figures the nation must turn its safety-first and acci- 
dent-prevention guns upon the home and continue to keep them trained 
upon pedestrians and motorists. 


HUMANIZING DRY STATISTICS 


This is the season when Vermont leads 'the way toward further 


-democratizing democracy by means of dolling up the financial reports 


of her towns and cities. The Green Mountains remain bulwarks of all 
»the Nation's fundamentals—thrift, home pride, civic spirit and effective- 


" ness of the majority will, directly expressed through the Town Meeting. 


But these were not enough; the annual .reports of so many dollars 


; received and how they were sent were as dull in Vermont as anywhere 
- else. Hence the State Chamber of Commerce began campaigning for re- 


adability, and every year the reports are put in more interesting guise. 


Not only are the printed folders attractive, with pictures and fancy 


scrolls; there are charts inside, and graphs and pie-like slices showing 


' how many umpteenths part of a dollar goes to education, police protec-

, in such fashion that every citizen, however apathetic, however trustful 


of platform oratory, may be induced to study governmental financing 
himself.

Ray Showalter for use of the detec- 
tives' bureau, a Faurot finger-prim 
kit. The gift will increase the effi- 
ciency of the bureau and it is hoped 
that the city may soon buy a finger- 
printing camera for the bureau. 


The Faurot kit is said to be the 


most up-to-date for the taking of 
finger-prints. With it Showalter now 
can easily take the prints of persons 
found dead who may be identified 
through their prints. Under the eld 
system it was difficult to take good 
prints because the fingers had to be 
bent and inked. The-ink later had 
to be removed. 


Under the new system the fin- 


gers may be slid into a metal groove 
in which there is a chemical paper. 
By pressing on the fingers the print 
is made and it comes out strong. 
Showalter said today he would be 
glad to serve all funeral directors 
who want this service. 


The kit contains two magnifying 


glasses, a ridge counter, four camel 
hair brushes, ink pad, roller and 
ink tube. There are also four kinds 
of .powder. This may be placed on 
glass, wood or other articles which 
brings out prints which can be 
transferred. 


One of the articles in the kit is 


Printcsol. It may be placed on pa- 
pers as old as six months and the 
finger-prints will be brought out. 
This will prove quite valuable in 
hunting bad check passers. 


The Faurot kit is in use by the 


Federal Bureau of Identification 
and police departments in all the 
large cities. 


It is small and can be carried to 


the scene of any crime. When a 
camera is secured it will go farther 
toward increasing the efficiency of 
the local finger-print bureau which 
now has quite a reputation for effi- 
cient finger-printing.

Four hundred and four years ago, 


August 24th, a young French sea 
captain, searching for Cathay, set 
foot on Canadian soil. It was an 
event of tremendous significance, 
inaugurating one of the most color- 
ful and romantic eras in all the his- 
tory of this continent. It is some- 
thing, after all. for a nation to have 
passed its fifth century, and Can- 
ada has reason to take immense 
pride in those four centuries. 


Cartier was the first link in a 


long chain of heroes, French and 
English, who made Canada 
the 


great, vigorous nation she is today. 
Commanded by Francis I to find 
out what might lie west of New- 
foundland and Labrador—the an- 
cient dream of a fabled land of 
gold and jewels, Cathay—still being 
cherished—the 
same 
will-o'- the- 


wisp which guided the caravels rf i 
Columbus—Jacques Cartier set out | 
from his home village of St. Malo m j 
April, 1534, to venture the perilous , 
western seas.

Sighting Newfoundland, near Cape 


Bonavista, he followed the coast 
southward to a point nearly oppo- 
site Cape Breton; then, turning 
westward, )M reached Prince Edward 
Island and what is now Charlotte- 
town. At Cape Gaspe' he landed 
and raised the royal flag of Franca, 
golden lilies on a field of white, tak- 
ing possession of the country, PS 
far west as it might run, in the 
name of his master. 


The next year, with another fleet, 


he came back and sailed^ up the 
St. Lawrence. Leaving his ships 
moored near the Indian village of 
Stadacona, on the site of modern 
Quebec, Cartier pushed on into the 
forest 
to the fortified village of 


Hochelaga at the foot of an impos- 
ing hill which the explorer prompt- 
ly named Mount Royal. We know 
it under 'its French name of Mont- 
real.

with steadfast eyes, indomitable chin 
and able hands, told the Indian 
chief that his god was a fool, but 
cured his scurvied men with In- 
dian herbs. 
Cartier, the veritable 


pioneer and paladin of the birth of 
a nation! 


After him came many great fig- 


ures, 
Champlain, 
of tremendous 


courage and inextinguishable curi- 
osity, who fought and beat 
the 


dreaded Iroquois, -but who, thereby, 
ruined the hopes of the French in 
North America, for in defeating the 
red men he sowed in them the seeds 
of incurable hatred, antagonizing 
them forever, causing them to turn 
in the end to the British. 


And with Champlain came his 


beautiful young wife, Helene; the 
brothers Kirke of Caen, who con- 
quered Quebec for the ungrateful 
Charles II; Pere le Jeune, in his 
forest school; practical Talon, who 
hustled the unmarried into matri- 
mony with-the result that in one 
year, in 1671, 700 babies were, bap- 
tized in Quebec alone. And Laval, 
the ascetic bishop, demanding that 
God have precedence over the king, 
and Frontenac, the magnificent, and 
Vaudreuil, the vain,.and then Mont- 
calm and the end of the French and 
the coming of the British. 


Quebec's mountain still proudly 


raises her head, as in Cartier's time, 
and about Quebec some savor of the 
First of the Frenchmen still clings. 
Mcdern Quebec is in all things link- 
ed up with her past, the past that 
begins with Stadacona and Jacques 
Cartier. It was two centuries after 
Cartier that Canada passed, finally, 
into British hands, and now more 
than four centuries after him Brit- 
sh Frenchmen and Americans unite 
to honor his memory. The 400th 
anniversary of Cartier's arrival m 
Canada was marked.by a magnifi- 
cent pageant four years ago. A 
great granite cross was planted on 
'the • very spot where he took pos- 
ses'ion of the new -land in the name 
of his king. The celebration moved 
along the St. Lawrence from Quebec 
to Montreal, with a final pageant 
in Toronto depicting Cartier"s dis- 
covcry 
.We think of Cartier and Canada 
today because of the remarkable 
fact that the . Dominion and, the 
United States have dwelt as goon 
neighbors for 124 years, this, year 
without a gun being fired in anger.

HARRISBURG, 
Aug. 
24.—Sev- 


enty-nine pieces of proposed legis- 
lation today awaited legislative ac- 
tion as state legislators completed 
their hegira, from the heat of the 
Capito! to homes and vacation spots 
for a three weeks recess ending 
September -6.
